HONOLULU, July 15.—After hav- 
ing been lost for four and one-half 
hours, during which they were be- 
lieved to have landed on the Pacific 
and ships were.rushing, to rescue 
them, Ernest L. Smith, California 
aviator, and his navigator, Emory 
B. Bronte, landed on. the Island of 
Molokai, 60 miles southeast of Hono- 
lulu, at 9:46 A. M: today, Honolulu 
time, 25 hours and 36 minutes after 
leaving Oakland, Cal. 

They arrived at Wheeler Field, 
twenty-five miles from Honolulu, at 
3:57 P. M. Honolulu time [6:27 P. M. 
Pacific Time] today as passengers 
aboard army planes, which went to 
the Island of Molokal for: tiem a 
short time after their monoplane was 
forced to land for lack of gasoline.

Honolulu time and a few minutes 
later swung onto Wheeler Field be- 
fore thousands of cheering specta- 
tors. 

The Wheeler field guns roared a 
salute for the fliers as Smith and 
Bronte stepped from the army 
planes. Smith shouted a joyous 
shout: 

‘‘Well, here we are.”’

San Francisco ‘to’ Molokai, sixty «miles 
from Honolulu in 25 hours and. 36 minutes.

By the successful flight of Smith and Bronte, the 2,400 miles 
between the mainland of the United States and Hawaii have been 
spanned for the first time by civilians. 

In addition:to the Smith and Maitland efforts which — 
one previous attempt has been made to span this distance. 

Commander John’ Rodgers, U. S. N. who was killed at Phila- 

delphia on Aug. 27 last, started on a seaplane in the Summer of 
1925. Because of lack of fuel he was forced down on the water 
about 250 miles from his destination. . He was picked up by a sub- 
. marine 216 hours later, having drifted. to within eighty miles of

SCORE LEAP OFF FREIGHTER 


Vessel Goes Down Within 15 
Minutes—Larger Steamship 
_ Arrives With Gash in Hull. | — 


Twenty members of the crew of 
the freighter Sagaland saved them- 
selves, five others were rescued and 
one man was drowned at 4:40 o'clock 
yesterday morning when that vessel 
collided with the Holland-America 
liner Veendam and was sunk five 
miles off Nantucket Lightship. 

The Veendam, which arrived at 
Quarantine last night at 8:37 o’clock 
from Rotterdam, Boulogne and 
Southhampton with 174 pasengers, 
carried Captain A. Pederson of the 
Sagaland and twenty-four members 
of his crew, twenty of whom scram- 
bled to the decks of the Veendam at 
the moment of the impact. Captain 
from his vassel to the Holland- 
American Line. _ 

However, in a radio message sent 
to The Associated Press last night 
Captain Krol gave a little more in- 
formation about the disaster, which 
occurred just before dawn. The mes- 
sage read: 

“The Veendam at 4:40 A. M. today, 
when about five miles east from the 
Nantucket Lightship, collided with 
the Norwegian steamship Sagaland, 
from Manzanilla, Cuba, to Boston 
with a cargo of sugar, Captain A. 
Pederson in command, apd chartered 
by tie West India Steamship Com- 
pany. 

“Twenty men of the Sagaland crew 
immediately jumped on board the 
Veendam and five men in the water 
were saved by the Veendam lifeboats. 
One -sailor, missing, was searched 
for an hour but no trace of him was 
found. 

“The Sagaland sank in fifteen min- 
utes after the crash in: thirty 
fathoms., The Veendam suffered no 
damage and is proceeding to New 
York. 

(Signed) “KROL, Master. 

After the Veendam anchored off 
Quarantine it was seen by those who 
went out in motor launches that the 
ship had a hole five feet long and 
three feet wide. about three feet 
above the water line and five feet 
from the stern on the port side. The 
steel sheets of the hull were ripped 
open wide enough so that the men’s 
quarters could be seen. .

The uprising bégan early Friday 
morning with a demonstration by 
S-cialists outside the Palace of Jus- 
ti, protesting against the acquittal 
of three Fascist’ war veterans ac- 
cused of murdering a Viennese 
wo-kman and a child, and it turned 
into a bloody insurrection in the 
course of the day. 


Officials Beaten to Death. 


Yollowing ineffectual attempts to 
storm the university, the students 
of which are regarded as reactionary 
anti-Republicans, a huge mob at- 
tackec and finally broke into the 
Palace of Justice, the homie of the 
Viennese law courts. 

Scenes of frightful brutality took 
place inside and outside the great 
building. The archives were pil- 
laged .and burned. (Officials and 
probably several Judges were beaten 
to death. Thirteen policemen are 
reported to have been slain. Tinally 
the edifice was set afire. 

Attempts by the police to inter- 
vene were futile owing to their in- 
ferior numbers. 

The mob was swollen during the 
afternoon by thousands of workers 
who walked out of the factories at 
the behest of radical agitators. 
Socialist leaders who sought to 
pacify the rioters and prevent blood- 
shed were hooted down. 


Communists in Control. 


Before nightfall the Communists 
were in complete control of the sit- 
uation. They proclaimed a general 
strike and posted armed Red guards 
in the principal pyblic buildings and 
streets. All traffic was. halted and 
an automobile carrying THE NEW 
York TimMeEs’s correspondent to the 
Czechoslovakian frontier narrowly 
escaped seizure by the insurgents. 
The correspondent managed to get 
past by proving himself to be a for- 
eign journalist. 

With neither telephone nor tele- 
graph in operation in Vienna since 
5 o’clock, the nearest channel of 
communication is here at Bratislava, 
just across the border. 

Not a single train left Vienna dur- 


ing the afternoon. A train about to 
start for Budapest was held up by 
Communists and the crew badly man- 
handled and the passengers driven 
out of the coaches.

Eye-Witness Describes Rioting.

LONDON, Saturday, July 16.—Al- 
though direct messages from Vienna 


to London ceased at 8 o’clock last 
night, several London newspapers 
have received detailed reports of the 
rioting from their correspondents. 

The Turin correspondent’ of The 
Daily Mail reported that, according 
to news from Vienna, a Red dictator- 
ship had been proclaimed in Austria. 
He added that Otto Bauer, the So- 
cialist leader, had been seriously 
wounded. 

The Daily Express correspondent 
in Vienna cabled as follows: 

‘*‘The heart of Vienna, comprising 
the Parliament House, the law 
courts, the Town Hall and the uni- 
versity, has been the scene today of 
the worst street fighti since the 
revolution. Every available ambu- 
lance is working at full pressure 
carrying off the dead and wounded 
in the streets. 

‘The law courts were set afire and 
the fire brigade endeavored vainly to 
penetrate the mob to extinguish the 
flames. 

“This evening the fighting is as- 
suming a revolutionary character 
and is unabated. Rifles have been 
issued to the police, and citizens de- 
mand the employment of troops. 


Thousands March Into City. 


“This utterly unexpected outburst 
was the outcome of the last of a 


long series of Vienna legal scandals 
in which the juries have refused to 
bring in verdicts of guilty in mur- 
der cases. 

“A difference was that this case 
had a political flavor. The news 
that three Nationalists tried far kill- 
ing a war cripple and a boy of 18 had 
been acqui and released caused 
fury among workmen, and an unau- 
thorized strike broke out. 

“Thousands of men and women 
marched to the city from the work- 
ing-class suburbs. The wider Com- 
munist elements came from the fac- 
tories, while the organized Socialists 
were still debating the course they 
should adopt, and demonstrations 
were held before the Town Hall, the 
Socialists’ headquarters and _ the 
neighboring Parliament House and 
law courts. 

“How the conflict with the police 
began cannot be ascertained. At all 
events, shooting started in the streets 
and then the mob broke into the law 
courts and wrecked a number of 
rooms before they were expelled by 
the police. 

* en I went to the scene of the 
riots at 10 A. M. police were hur- 
riedly closing the gates of the Im- 
perial Palace and shopkeepers were 
hastily putting up planks to protect 
their windows. The mob already had 
possession of the streets around the 
Parliament House, which was held 
by a strong force of police, who were 
greeted with shaking fists and booing 
by the <-monstrators marching past. 

‘One corner was unguarded, and 
here a ild-eyed agitator succeeded 
in mounting a plinth near the statue 
of Pallas Athene. He harangued the 
mob, crying for vengeance for the 
blood of their comrades. 


Crowd Murdered Policemen. 


“Behind the Parliament House is 2 
small police station. I saw the mob, 
wildly cheering, succeed in setting it 


alight. The police fled, the mob pur- 
suing them down the side streets, and 
when any individual policeman was 
caught he was ruthlessly killed with 
sticks or sabres. 

“Suddenly there was a clatter of 
hoofs and a large detachment of 
mounted —*8 galloped down the 
streets. t was wonderful to watch 
this fine body, including many for- 
mer Austrian cavalrymen, making a

sabres whirling over their heads and 
glistening in the sunlight. 

“The workmen quickly ran to mo- 
tor trucks across the streets, piling 
up ladders and building materials 
as barricades.

Detachments sent by Socialist 
headquarters, wearing Socialist uni- 
forms, failed in an attempt to aid 
the police in controlling the mob, 
and an order was given to use car- 
bines to quell the outbreak. Several! 
fusillades followed, in which answer- 
ing shots were fired by the rioters, 
who, resisting violently, presently 
dispersed. 

The fire had gained headway be- 
fore the firemen could begin fight- 
ing the flames, and it is believed the 
Hall of Justice is heavily damaged, 
if not destroyed. 

Separate groups of rioters also at- 
tacked the offices of two newspapers, 
the Reichspost and Nues Weiner 
Nachrichten. 

Minor disturbances occurred 
throughout the afternoon after the 
police issued a proclamation declar- 
ing that the “‘events which Vienna 
has been treated to today, in which 
serious crimes of incendiarism and 
violence figured, necessitate severe 
police intervention for the restora- 
tion of order.’’ 

Gatherings in the streets and all 
manifestations are strictly forbidden, 
while the police have given instruc- 
tions to act with extreme severity 
against transgressors and to enforce 
respect for law with every coercive 
means at their command. @ appeal 
calls upon the population to remain 
quiet and not to permit criminal ele- 
ments to upset order in the Austrian 
Republic.

Junkers Have Planes Ready for} 


One, Via Azores, to Start 
Next Month. 





KOENNIGKE -FINDS BACKER 


German Ace Declares He Will Hop

Newly-Built Plane, 
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SERLIN, July 15.—Several  at- 
t pts of non-stop. transatlantic 
flights by Getman aviators are prac- 
tically assured, it was announced to- 
day. 7 

The Junkers Works at Dessau con- 
firmed that they have not only one, 
but three or four planes ready for 
the undertaking. The firm has, 
however, expressly stated that the 
flight will not be sponsored or fi- 


nanced by it, but by private par- 
ties who are now negotiating for the 
purchase of at least one airplane of 
the latest type. 

The pilot for the first transocean 


flight in the Junkers plane is Captain 
Schuster, teacher of commercial 
aviation at the school in Staken, it 
was learned tonight. Captain Koen- 
nicke, who was originally chosen, 
was dropped on account of disagree- 
ments with the financial backers of 
the flight. Schuster is described asa 
cool, level-headed and every efficient 
man who is perfectly able to carry 
out the venture. 

The machine to be used has already 
been tested and has made a number 
of flights with sand ballast equiva- 
lent to the weight it will have to 
eos across the ocean, namely, 
3,700 kilograms [approximately 7, 
pounds]. 

Before the start the motor now 
used will be replaced by a new one 
of the same type, every part of 
which will be examined by X-rays to 
discover any possible flaws.

Numerous Than Ours.

Americans at Geneva Are Striving 
for Parity In Their View—Only 
Partial Agreement Expected.

PARIS, July 15.—Diplomats here in 
Paris, French as well as others, are 
inclined to regard the factor of pres- 
tige as playing an important part in 
the réle of the United States at the 
Geneva naval conference. They tend 
to see America as trying to obtain 
now that naval parity which, they 
say, she strove to attain at the Wash- 
ington naval conference. 

They also see the issue of prestige 
as affecting Great Britain’s attitude, 
but, to put it frankly, the general 
opinion in Europe is that if naval 


strength is adjusted strictly on naval if 


needs, Engiand requires a larger 
navy than does America. 

That America has a large sea com- 
merce is fully admitted, but it is felt 
that that does not imply on the part 
of the United States as vital a need 
for sea forces as England has, be- 
cause, in time of stress, it is said, 
protection of America’s lines of sea 
communication does not mean as 
much to the United States as protec- 
tion of their sea routes means to the 
British isles, with their constant 
need for food and supplies from over- 
seas. 


No Real Disarmament Expected. 


This is purely theory for these Euro- 
pean diplomats, for it need not be 
supposed that they are all anxious 
to see Great Britain conserve her 
naval supremacy. There are a good 
— countries in Euro which 
would be quite satisfied, for selfish 
reasons, to see America have as large 
if not a larger fleet than England. 

But from both points of view there 
is a general feeling over here that 
the naval limitation conference does 
not deserve the name disarmament 
meeting, because there is small evi- 
dence that it will cause any immedi- 
ate lessening of fleet forces. 

At least so far as England and 
America are concerned, it is not be- 


lieved that reductions will come as S 


a result of the conference now in 
progress. 

Engiand, it is felt, will surely keep 
the cruiser strength she has, and 
that leaves for the United States, it 
is held, the simple choice of remain- 
ing in second place or of launching 
out on a large program of cruiser 
construction. 


Lesson for Us on Land Arms Seen. 


There is no idea in Paris or in any 
other European capital that the con- 
ference will end in open failure. 
There will be an agreement on some- 
thing, but it is felt that unless there 


is a real agreement on cruiser 

strength, the meeting cannot be 

classified as a succes. The Temps 
tonight: 

“The British case is very solid 
from the standpoint of protection of 
British interests, for England needs 
a large number of units to preserve 
her empire communications.”’ 

The Temps thinks that the Japa- 
nese is the only delegation which re- 
gards the conference as a disarma- 
ment meeting, and adds: 

“There are essentially political 
considerations which dominate the 
conference. As matters stand, the 
question is whether England will 
succeed in establishing definitely her 
absolute naval supremacy or if the 
United States will resolve to under- 
take enormous naval expenditures 
for the single purpose of realizing 
between the American and the Brit- 
ish fleets an equality which, perhaps, 
is not justified by geographical con- 
ditions and in consideration of the 
security of the two countries.’’ 

One also hears a good deal of com- 
ment to the effect that the confer- 
ence will bring to America a better 
comprehension of the difficulties 
which stand in the way of successful 
limitation of land armaments.

Surprises Counsel by Telling of

In a statement yesterday Samuel 
Untermyer, special counsel for the 
Transit Conimission in the unifica- 
tion inquiry, said it was the loss of 
his favorite ‘‘issue,”’ the 5-cent fare, 
that was responsible for the irate 
behavior of former Mayor John F. 
Hylan on the witness stand last 
Monday and again at the opening of 
the Wednesday session of the in- 
quiry, when the interruption by the 
former Mayor resulted in a call for 
the police.

The police force 
was represented by a uniformed 
patrolman from the precinct station 
house and by Lieutenant Arthur 
Wallander from Police Headquarters, 
specially assigned by Commissioner 
Warren. The Lieutenant, who was 
the personal escort of Colonel Lind- 
bergh when the aviator arrived here, 
found nothing to do at the hearing 
but listen to the testimony.

Mr. Untermyer’s statement, which 
explained the incident of the $25,000 
fee paid by the Interborough to the

The secretary has- 
tened to the Hylan office around the 
corner and within twenty minutes 
Mr. Hylan’s answer was distributed.

Hylan Returns to the Fees.

dent Hedley and Superintendent 
Doyle for patents and bonuses paid 
to Interborough employes who re- 
mained loyal during last year’s 
strike.

*“*You, as Chairman of the State 
Transit Commission, should ask Mr.

NEVER WAS SUCH GOLF, 
ALL ST. ANDREWS SAYS 


Famed Champions of Yore Hail 
Bobby’s Feat as Greatest in 
the Game’s History. 











ST. ANDREWS, Scotland, July 15 
(?).—In old “Sanct Androis’’ by the 
North Sea, once the ecclesiastical 


capital of Scotland and now the golf- 
ing capital of the world, there are 
two chief occupations. One is play- 
ing golf and the other is talking 
about golf. 

Tonight the honest burghers of the 
town and the several thousand visi- 
tors are mostly engaged in talking 
olf, ‘‘the wonder golf’? of Bobby 
ones that sends Britain’s greatest 
golfing title back across the Atlantic 

o the United States for - another 
year. 

“There never was such golf. No 
raise can be too high for Bobby 
ones,”” James Braid, famous old 
Scottish professional, told The Asso- 
ciated Press tonight. ‘It is good to 
have him here in the ancient home of 
the game.”’ 

Braid is one of the grand old men 
of golf. He is 57, but he qualified 
for this championship, played 
through it and turned in a card of 
306, beating many who were thirty 
years his junior. His sentiments 
about the American youth who is 
Scotland’s new hero are shared by 
Ifing masters, old and modern. 
he clans of golf gather at the scene 
of open championships to discuss 
great deeds of the links. 

. H. Taylor, himself five times. 
winner of the British open, who, with 
Braid and Vardon, forths the “tri- 
umvirate’’ of British golf, said, 
“After Bobby’s performance this 
week there is no doubt or quibble 
—— he is the world’s greatest 
golfer.” 

Taylor sat on the third tee box al- 
most unnoticed this afternoon wait- 
ing for the great gallery following 
Jones to pass so he could go on with 
his round to finish in 811. Taylor is 
56 and, like Braid, he was winning 
trophies before Jones was born.

BUT THE START WAS HARD 


The Atlantan Went Through Many 
Fruitless Years Before He Won 
His First Major Crown.

They call Bobby Jones the me- 
chanical man of golf and no truer 
description was ever draped around 
the young Georgian, who yesterday 
won the British open championship 
for the second year in succession. 

The world has produced many 
great golfers—men such as young 
Tommy Morris, Alan Robertson, 
Vardon, Taylor, Braid, Duncan, 
Hagen, Johnny McDermott — but 
never a golfer who has compiled such 
@ record as Joncs in the last ten 
years. 

Others can go along for a time 
making records that stand temporary 
comparison with that of Jones, but 
not one has been able to go on year 
in, year out, asserting his superiority 
as Bobby has asserted his. 

The nearest competitor he ever has 
had wa: Vardcn who, twenty years 
or 80 ago, was almost as supreme in 
his field as Jones is in his, but when 
Vardon was in his prime the compe- 
tition was nowhere near as keen as 
it is today. Vardon had only a few 


rivals to beat, Jones has had many, 
for the woods are now full of marks- 
men, young and old, all aiming at 
the ‘same objective that Bobby has 
aimed at. 

Vardon won the British open cham- 
pionship six times between 1896 and 
1914, but in those days the cham- 
pionship was in control of a small 
clique composed chiefly of J. H. Tay- 
lor, James Braid and A. Herd. Jones 
has now won the British cpen cham- 
pionship twice, the American open 
twice in addition to finishing second 
three times, and the American ama- 
teur twice and has been runner-up 
twice. 

All these honors have come since 
1919, when he was a mere lad 
of 18 and runner-up to 8S. Davidson 
Herron in the amateur at Oakmont, 
but they have come chiefly since 
1922, when he finished only a stroke 
away from Gene Sarazen in the na- 
tional open championship at Skokie. 

His performance of last year was 
perhaps the greatest showing any

Lacks Only One Honor. 


Now, at the age of 25, Jones has 
achieved every honor there is with 
the exception of the British amateur, 
in which he has twice failed, each 
time rather dismally. 

A curious thing about Bobby is 
that he started out to be one of the 


most disappointing golfers that ever 
lived. In the first place he didn’t 
start out to be a golfer at all. It 
was only by chance that he took up 
the game. 
In his childhood, Bobby 
youngster described as ‘‘puny.’’ He 
was frail and inclined to be sickly. 
The doctors didn’t hold out a great 
deal of hope for him. It happened, 
though, that his home was just 
across the street from a golf course, 
the East Lake course which he has 
since so highly honored by his skill. 
Medicine failing, he was turned 
into a golf. pasture, so to speak. He 
was provided with a few sawed-off 
clubs and sent out to nip the heads 
off daisies. Soon he was nipping 
them off with such precision tha 
members of the club, and especially 
the professional at the club, be 
to take interest in him. And, better 
still, his health began to improve. 
He began to fill out. 
By the time he was twelve or thir- 
teen he had developed into quite the 
best golfer in Atlanta, his home 
own, and word came to be spread 
about that here was a young marvel 
in the making. His first gg ge 
in an amateur championship was in 
1916, when, at the age of 15, he was 
beaten in the third round by Robert 
Gardner.

It never gets so hot that the anti-

a “third term” for a President, and 
the nécessity of protecting “ demo- 
cratic institutions” against future 
Caesars and Mussolinis, Mr. COooL-

mitted. Thus the Des Moines Reg- 
ister offers him a glorious opportu- 
nity to insure the quiet of posterity: 

- What a service CooLipce could 
render if he should decide not to 
seek the fame of serving longer in

challenged. 
. This is but one of multitudinous 
attempts to “smoke the old man 
out.” Meanwhile, he will “sit 
tight” as long as he can and let 
the heathen rage. [If he isn’t going 
to run, he will still be able to keep 
his opponents and rivals in sus- 
pense, retain his power over the 
Republican politicians and postpone 
as long as possible the evil day 
when they have nothing to fear or 
hope from him. If the third-term 
tradition needs recrystallizing, he is 
perhaps not exactly the man to re- 
crystallize it even if he should go 
to the top of Mount Coolidge “ dra- 
matically” to deliver a Farewell 
Address to the Second Elected 
Term; and “many generations - 
may be able to decide for them- 
selves how many terms they want 
to give a particular President. 

“The subject is not worth discuss- 
ing on its merits because most of 
this unregarded hullabaloo about 
the third term is merely a blind for 
opposition to Mr. COOLIDGE.

“The Volstead law has been re- 
sponsible,” says the annual report 
of the Committee of Fourteen.

For more than twenty years 
the Committee of Fourteen has de- 
voted itself to an impartial and 
scientitic study of prostitution in 
this city.

It 
fearlessly attacked. saloons, when- 
ever they were shown to be harbor- 
ing social vice. And now it bas 
come deliberately to the opinion 
that: the night clubs and speak- 
easies called into existence by the 
Volstead act have. made conditions 
worse than they had been for years. 
This, be it remembered, is no tap- 
hazard opinion. [t is the conciu- 
sion derived from the investigations 
of many trained workers for the 
Committee of Fourteen.

“This is implied 
even in the vehement assertion by a 
prominent Dry leader that President 
COOLIDGE, if he chose, could make 
the country absolutely Dry in one 
month. Every sensible person 
knows that this is impossible, and 
that such talk is only piling folly 
upon failure. Nor does more hope 
lie in the recent confession of Sena- 
tor. BoRAH that the Eighteenth 
Amendment is in a fair way to be- 
come “fossilized and futile,” unless 
one of the great political parties un- 
dertakes specifically to enforce it up 
to the hilt at every point. 
There are some things which leg- 
islation cannot do. But those who 
make laws ought at least to be in- 
structed by taking note when legis- 
lation works badly. In the matter 
of prohibition legislation they have 
had a series of sharp and unpleasant 
reminders that things which they 
set out to achieve have not been at- 
tained, except in small part, and 
that evils which they did not fore- 
see have come thronging in the 
wake of thee experimental statute. 
The least that can be done now is 
to face the ugly truth, and to be 
willing to study it and see what 
course of reconsideration or am=2nd- 
ment ought now to be urged and 
followed.

STIRRINGS AT ALBANY. 

The Albany Republicans have not 
forgotten their ancient glory, even 
though it has been sadly dimmed of 
late years. They have just elected 
a new County Chairman, and this is 
hailed as the first move in a de- 
termined effort to wrest control of 
the backslidden capital from the 
Democrats next Fall, with an eye 
to 1928. Mr. GEORGE W. GREENE 
must be a man of surpassing opti- 
mism. Albany has registered al- 
most as dependably in the Demo- 
cratic column in recent years as it 
did in the Republican column before. 
EDWIN CORNING, now Lieutenant 
Governor and Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee, who or- 
ganized the rout of the old Barnes 
organization, will surely not relin- 
quish that ascendency easily. 

Mr. GREENE will have a particu- 
larly hard row to hoe so long as 
SMITH remains in the Executive 
Mansion. For the Governor is a 
popular figure in the city of his 
adoption. He lost the county to 
MILLER by only a handful of votes 
in the Harding landslide, and has 
carried it by a handsome majority 
ever since. Even with Governor 
SMITH out of the picture the pros- 
pects for the Republicans are none 
too alluring. For there is talk of 
the Democrats nominating as his 
successor none other than this same 
enterprising young Mr. CORNING, 
and then what chance would Mr. 
GREENE have? Doubtless he re- 
gards the prize as worthy of a 
grueling race. Just as the fall of 
Albany symbolized the decadence of 
the Republican Party throughout 
the State, so its recapture might 
stimulate party workers everywhere 
to renewed zeal. 

In the old days no one would 
have thought it possible to over- 
throw the Barnes machine in Al- 
bany. Its rival, run by “ PACKY” 
MCCABE, never really tried very 
hard to do so. BARNES not only 
dominated Albany, but permeated 
it. His conservative political phi- 
losophy made an irresistible appeal 
to a social tradition inherited from 
the days when Albany was a bigger 
city than New York. His political 
agents were trained in the old 
school of party discipline, and sel- 
dom challenged his wundisputed 
sway. But his machine, efficient 
as it appeared to be, had the vital 
defect common to so many one- 
man organizations. When BARNES 
began to weakeh there was no one 
to take his place. His followers fell 
out among themselves, and the 
organization rocked. CORNING saw 
his chance, rallied the opposing 
forces, and toppled it over.

HENRY WHITE. 

President ROOSEVELT in his ap- 
praisement.of the work done by the 
American diplomats of his day— 
work, he said, usually entirely un- 
noticed and unrewarded, though it 
redounds to: the interest and honor 
of -all—put. at. the head of the tist 
the name of HENRY WHITE.

It was in such a school that he 
learned to know Europe as a book, 
so that when he assumed the réle 
of Ambassador to Italy he took a 
leading part in bringing negotia- 
tions of the International Confer- 
ence on Moroccan Affairrc at Alge- 
ciras to a successful conclusion and 
thus averting a possible European 
war.. -But he was not only a stu- 
dent in the profession to which he 
gave the great part of his active 
life. He was a tutor of others. 
Many will still remember the trib- 
ute of Mr. CHOATE to him in 1910, 
when he was leaving the service, 
at the dinner in his honor, under 
the‘ chairmanship of Mr. JOHN 
BIGELOW, the veteran diplomat. “‘ He 
“set up a school of diplomacy in 
“London,” said Mr. CHOATE, taking 
“fresh, green Ambassadors” and 
putting them to school—a group 
which included. PHELPS, LINCOLN, 
BAYARD, HAY and, as Mr. CHOATE 
gratefully added, himself. There was 
hardly a question that could arise 
that did not arise under those five 
Ambassadors, and HENRY WHITE 
was fortunately there to take. the 
responsibility which was | turned 
over to him “in the back room” of 
the embassy in London. 

That he was not continued in the 
service for which he was so highly 
qualified by temperament and train- 
ing was the country’s loss rather 
than his own; but he did not cease to 
give devoted effort in private ways 
when public channels were closed 
to him. He praised’ President TAFT 
especially for his recognition of the 
policy of “careér: service,” holding 
that successful secretaries should 
have before them the possibilities of 
advancement to the post of Minister, 
though he did not wish to see the 
topmost . places absolutely closed 
against non-career men of eminence. 
It was a crowning of his diplomatic 
career that he was asked by Presi- 
dent WILSON to serve as a member 
of the Peace Delegation with him 
when he went to Paris. It was a 
difficult réle, but: he played it with 
a true loyalty, a’ generous spirit and 
a noble bearing. His is the passing 
of a knightly figure from the life 
of two continents, for he was even 
better known abroad than at home 
—a veritable knight errant.

A JONES AFTERTHOUGHT. 

“ Bossy.” JONES had not intended 
to go to England this year to de- 
fend his title as open golf cham- 
pion. The cup which he won in 
1926 he had sent back. But sud- 
denly he changed his mind and 
caught the last steamer that would 
get him to St. Andrews in time. 
The explanation given is that he 
was a little nettled by being re- 
minded that he had recently lost all 
his championship cups. That for 
American amateur golfers was 
wrested from him last Autumn by 
VoN ELM. Then last ménth he had 
to give up the American open cham- 
pionship. Thus it appears that it 
occurred to him that if he did not 
hurry back to England, all would 
be lost—we will not punningly say, 
on of deference to our golf readers, 

‘save honor.” Anyhow, as a result 
of this eleventh-hour Jones after- 
thought, he has now broken all Brit- 
ish records,.not only for the lowest 
score ever known in the open cham- 
pionship, but for the winning of the 
event by an amateur two years in 
succession. 

Superlatives in praise of JONES'S 
play were long since exhausted. In 
the sober opinion of the highest golf- 
ing authorities, both in England and 
America, he is the greatest master 
of the game that ever walked the 
links. Let it not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that in attaining this eminence 
he has done something more than 
coordinate his muscles. He has con- 
quered his own spirit. In his be- 
ginnings he frequently would dis- 
play a pettish temper, when his 
shots went wrong, which was ruin- 
ous to his game. When he first 
appeared in competition at St. An- 
drews, five or six years ago, he be- 
came so exasperated at his ill for- 
tune in visiting bunkers that he tore 
up his card in disgust. But now, 
all critics and observers agree, he 
has got himself perfectly in control. 
The smiles and frowns of fortune on 
the links he takes with equal good 
humor. An unlucky “ break ” which 
allows his ball to trickle into a for- 
midable hazard simply spurs him to 
renewed and skillful effort to cut the 
loss to the lowest terms possible and 
to make up for it on the following 
holes. [t is this newly acquired 
calmness and determination of his 
in the presence of. disaster which 
led an admiring Scotch professional 
to declare, after one of Mr. JONES’S 
most astonishing recoveries, that he 
has “the greatest heart” in golf. 

His seeking out of old worlds to 
conquer in so spectacular a fashion 
will long be the theme of golf crit- 
ics and a subject of gossip and ex- 
change of congratulations in club- 
houses on the edge of the green. 
The best of his triumph is that he 
accepts it in so unassuming a map- 
ner, and bears himself in such a way 
as to win the acclaim of the British 
public and the praise of al) the fa- 
mous performers, amateur and pro- 
fessional, whom he has outstripped. 
In fact, those fond theorists about 
golf who have exalted it as a splen- 
did means of moral discipline. will 
be sure to find in the example of 
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of their favorite thesis. He suc- 
ceeded in ruling his own spirit be- 
fore he took the city of St. Andrews.

may be due Washington’s repeated 
warnings against excessive optimism 
in the matter of future tax reduc- 
tion. The selectest social organiza- 
tion in the metropolis will be the 
Daughters of Fathers Who Never 
Saw “ Abie’s Irish Rose.” The dra- 
matic critics ‘who predicted sudden 
and deserved death for the play will 
cease to slink apologetically in the 
purlieus of Broadway, though it is 


doubtful whether they will ever be 


themselves again. 

To go back to the first production 
of “Abie” is to delve into pre-his- 
tory. When the dramatic reviewers 
on that memorable May 24 pulled 
their memorable bone, WARREN 
HARDING was President of the 
United States. The . Washington 
Naval Conference had but recently 
adjourned. Mr. HYLAN was begin- 
ning his second ‘term in 6ffice—after 
all, some things do come to an end. 
M. POINCARE had not yet marched 
into the Ruhr. MUSSOLINI was not 
yet heard of. The Dearborn Inde- 
pendent was just getting into its 
stride. Free verse was still in: full 
bloom. Russia was descending into 
the shadow of famine dnd plague. 
The age upon which “ Abie’s Irish 
Rose” dawned was a generation be- 
fore HELEN WILLS, ‘before GERTRUDE 
EDERLE, before LACOSTE and. BoROTRA. 
The Wild Bull of the Pampas had 
still to. sock the Manassa Mauler 
over the ropes and upon the bosoms 
of astonished sporting reporters. 
Tex RICKARD hid four years.to go 
before very nearly realizing his life’s 
ambition of a $2,000,000 gate. Be- 
fore Dayton, Tenn., was, “ Abie” 
was; before The American Mercury, 
before the Dawes Plan, before the 
spirit of Locarno so happily antici- 
pated by the Murphys and the Levys. 
“Abie’s Irish Rose” is by only a 
few months younger than the Irish 
Free State. 

Even in an age that can under- 
stand everything — mind, matter, 
man, what not—the spirit shrinks 
from understanding the extraordi- 
nary manifestation of the Will to 
Live that is “ Abie.” Probably this 
run of more than five years: on 
Broadway, this conquest of the en- 
tiré countryside—Erie, Pa., remained 
in thrall for months and months— 
might be explained by a conclave of 
Relativists, Quantumists, Electron- 
ists, Behaviorists, Psychoanalysts 
and Patternists; but we doubt it. 
We doubt whether even LLOYD 
GEORGE or CLEM SHAVER could ex- 
plain it. The attempt should not be 
made. Better to accept and remem- 
ber, with a due touch of melancholy 
at the sight of the walls of the Re- 
public Theatre, bare of the silk- 
hatted wedding guests at the Mur- 
phy-Levy Entente. Better to cherish 
in fond memory, and wait for the 
film version of “ Abie’s Irish Rose.” 





THE CANADIAN COMMUTERS. 

The order of the State Depart- 
ment increasing from 800 to 2,000 
the allotment for British-born im- 
migrants from the Windsor consular 
district in Canada should convince 
the Canadian Government that the 
Secretary of State is anxious to do 
all in his power to adjust the dif- 
ficulties which have arisen from 
the order of the Department of 
Labor restricting the entry of non- 
Canadian-born citizens of Canada 
into the United States. Prior to 
last April all citizens of Canada 
crossed the American border with- 
out difficulty, and at a number of 
places, notably Detroit, large num- 
bers of Canadians commuted to the 
United States daily to work in 
American factories, returning to 
their Canadian homes at night. The 
original order was that British and 
foreign-born Canadians would have 
to be inscribed on the British immi- 
gration quota. Against’ this the 
Canadian Government objected, al- 
leging that such a discrimination 
was a reflection on Canada’s right 
to determine who might become 
citizens of Canada, and that it 
worked a hardship on naturalized 
citizens. 

The effect of the latest ruling will 
merely be to enable the Canadian 
commuters to have their names in- 
scribed on the quota before the new 
order becomes operative in Decem- 
ber. This means that the number 
of Canadian subjects actually em- 
barrassed by the ruling will probably 
be small. But it does not relieve 
the State Department of the respon- 
sibility of seeking some more satis- 
factory adjustment of a permanent 
nature. This is but a convenience 
and a courtesy. It does not alter 
the ruling of the Secretary of La- 
bor. Inasmuch as this ruling was 
not made until nearly three years 
after the [Immigration Restriction 
law went into effect and the coun- 
try in the meantime suffered no 
damage, it seems as if it might be 
changed again without real peril to 
the Republic. 

In behalf of the Canadian case 
the best argument is that the com- 
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muters between Canada and Detroit | 
are not immigrants. They. retain 
their domicile in. Canada ‘and. are 
Canadian citizens in fact as well.as 
form, To this the American Gov- 
ernment has not put forward a con- 
clusive reply. Furthermore, by plac- 
ing these naturalized Canadians on 
the British quota it is in effect cut- 
ting down the actual number of 
British immigrants who may enter 
the country each year, for the rea- 
son that every commuter takes the 
place of a bona fide immigrant. | 

More important than such tech- 
nical matters is the fact that the 
Department of Labor’s ruling is ag 
impediment to ‘Canadian-American 
friendship. The relations between 
the two peoples have always been 
so close that it is only natural that 
both should resent a bureaucratic 
dictum that seriously hampers the 
free movement of people between 
the two countries. If the matter 
cannot be settled by administrative 
action, it should form the subject of 
special legislation as soon as pos- 
sible after the meeting of Congress 
in December.

Wanted: weather has brought 
Cheap out again the fact that 
Coolers. we are backward. The 


nation that has done 
most to perfect the comforts of 
heating in Winter has been very 
slow in developing cooling devices 
for Summer. 

Not content with wearing in the 
hottest weather clothes designed for 
a cold climate—always excepting the 
ladies—we have until recently ac- 
cepted the discomforts of hot months 
with the same helplessness that our 
ancestors showed during the Winter. 
A few of the motion-picture houses 
and other similar places have in- 
stalled air-cooling devices. But we 
have no common system of cooling 
the temperature cheaply. 

The great advance in electrical re- 
frigerating methods and in practical 
air-cooling devices should make pos- 
sible suitable coolers, at least in 
public gathering places and in office 
buildings. 

When heating arrangements were 
first installed in private houses they 
were regarded as a luxury or extrav- 
agance. A similar timidity leads 
people to hesitate about coolers. But 
when once they can be installed and 
operated at no greater cost than 
steam heating their popularity will 
be widespread. Our descendants 
will look back with pity to this be- 
nighted age in which we permit our- 
selves to be broiled, roasted or 
stewed with no other relief than too 
many objurgations and iced drinks.

rarer is the use of an eagle for such 
a purpose.

stand it to imply something that the 
writer may not have intended. 

In a matter so vital to the national 
security as the decision eventually to 
be reached by the present conference 
at Geneva, THz New Yorke Times 
would be the last to present any mis- 
leading notion to the public. 

This is my excuse for pointing out 
that your editorial is open to the in- 
terpretation that the most important 
thing to be gained at the conference 
is ‘‘an agreement.’’ One can hardly 
imagine the editor as meaning to ex- 
press that idea, but he does seem to 


intend to express it throughout his 


editorial. ——— 

I refer particularly to these sen- 
tences: ‘There is a sincere effort to 
come to an agreement on some kind 
of limitation of naval armament. But 
it is plain that if a thing is to’ be 
done, it must be taken out of the 
hands of the professional experts on 
both sides.’’, 

I refer-eleo.te m-greceding sem 
tence: “Lord Salisbury once said 
that if he were to listen to all that 
his military advisers told him, he 
would have to consider placing a gar- 
rison in the planet Mars, in order to 
defend the British Empire.’’ As an 
amusing remark, this is delightful. 
But before accepting Lord Salisbury 
as a competent critic in military and 
naval matters, we ought .to remind 
ourselves that it was he who sold 
Heligoland to the Germans—an act 
which, in the World War, made it 
almost impossible to ‘‘defend the 
British Empire.’’ 

I have heard the statement made 
at intervals for many years that the 
main reason why the British have 
succeeded so greatly in negotiations 
with Americans has resided in the 
superior patience of the British; 
that, by prolonging the negotiations, 
by various means, they have been 
able to work the Americans to such a 
pitch of impatience that the Amer- 
icans became willing to agree to 
almost anything—provided that they 
could “‘come to an agreement.”’ 

At the Washington Conference in 
1921-22, signs of impatience on the 
part of the Americans were plainly 
visible. The newspapers commented 
on the extreme efficiency of Mr. 
Hughes in speeding up the work of 
“‘coming to an agreement.’’ He was 
very efficient indeed. The British 
and Japanese showed no signs of that 
kind of efficiency. 

But they showed clear signs of effi- 
ciency of another kind: the kind of 
efficiency that secures advantage. 
All the time the conference was in 
session, the British and Japanese 
were. allies, and they had been allies 
for twenty years. Naturally they 
worked together as they had been 
working for twenty years—not im- 
patiently or hurriedly, but: patiently 
and deliberately—less bent on ‘‘com- 
ing to an agreement’’ than securing 
advantages for themselves. The re- 
sult was that America surrendered 
to Britain her predominance on the 
sea, and virtually surrendered to 
Japan the Philippine Islands and 
Guam, our only bases in Asia. 

The proceedings of the conference 
were rushed through at “record 
speed,“ despite the efforts of the 
General Board of the Navy to put on 
the brake. The General Board fought 
to the last ditch to ‘save the situation, 
and used every argument from his- 
tory to point out what would be the 
results. All the results that they pre- 
dicted have come to pass, while not 
one of those predicted by the Amer- 
ican delegates has come to pass. 
Certainly no sane person will declare 
that the following statement of the 
Chairman was correct: ‘This treaty 
ends, absolutely ends, the race in 
competition in naval armament.”’ 
The General Board knew better, and 
said so, but it was ignored. 

No one wishes to be an alarmist. 
But in matters of safety, either per- 
sonal or national, it is far better to 
lean to that side than to the side of 
carelessness. This is especially the 
case when signs of carelessness are 
plainly seen on every side, as they 
are at the present moment. 

Any competent naval strategist will 
tell you that the conference of 1921- 
22 jeopardized the security of the 
United States, and put her into the 
power of the two most warlike na- 
tions of the earth, Great Britain and 
Japan, and those two nations allies. 
That the formal] alliance was termi- 
nated when the treaty embodying the 
decisions of the conference was rati- 
fied may be true. But the ending of 
the formal] alliance did not and could 
not annihilate the facts that their in- 
terests in Asia continued to be mu- 
tual, that they are mutual still, that 
they are diametrically opposed to 
those of the United States, and that 
our agreement not to increase our in- 
adequate defenses in the Philippines 
makes it easy for Japan to capture 
them and start a war with us at any 
time convenient to the allies. 

In viéw of the paramount impor- 
tance to America of overcoming as 
far as possible, at the present con- 
ference, the evils inflicted on her by 
the Washington Conference, let us 
hope that our delegates will realize 
that it is more important to secure 
good resulty than merely to “come to 
an agreement.’’

Street by John Erskine, professor, 
author and Chairman of the direc 
tors. 

It was revealed in the statement 
that a thorough reorganization of the 
foundation took place last Win- 
ter following repeated expressions of 
dissatisfaction. by musicians, mem- 
bers of the foundation’s Advisory 
Committee and others who felt that 
ti foundation was falling short of 
the expectations of the late Augustus 
D. Juilliard when he left $15,000,000 
to help deserving American students 
of music. 


The only previous public intima- 
tion of the reorganization of the 
foundation, to which thousands of 
aspiring American musicians, inelud- 
ing many fairly well known, look for 
instruction and support that may 
enable them to realize their ambi- 
tions, came last May when Proféssor 
Erskine was selected to head the 
Committee on Administration. Pro- 
fessor Erskine’ s statement yesterday 
did not mention Dr. Noble, and he 
declined to discuss him for publica- 
cation beyond saying that he would 
continue to occupy the position of 
Secretary.

DOGS, CATS, GOLDFISH 
DIE IN PET SHOP FIRE 


More Than 500 Are Lost in a 
Blaze That Destroys Five 
Amsterdam Av. Stores.

More than five hundred birds, ani- 
mals and fish were lost yesterday in 
a fire which destroyed a pet shop 
and four other stores on and near 
the corner of Amsterdam Avenue and 
155th Street and damaged five others. 
were four police dogs and several 
hundred goldfish. Twelve parrots, as 


many parrakeets and fifty canaries 
also were killed. 

The fire started in a five in the 
Roma restaurant at 7 921 Amster- 
dam Avenue, spread to the roof and 
then to the Pet Sh at 
1,925. The other stores destroyed, all 
of one story, were Blair’s Toyland, 
Rosenblum’s furniture store and 
Friedman’s shoe store. The total 
damage was put at $75,000. 

Joseph Lazarus, proprietor of the 
pet shop, was the first to notice the 
smoke. Shouting to Detective Wil- 
liam Ornstein, who happened to be 
passing, to ring in an alarm. Lazarus 
set frantically to work saving the 
lives of the pets in his shop. He 
grabbed two of the many cages that 
lined the walls, ran out and put them 
on the sidewalk. 

The occupants of the cages, green, 
red and yellow birds from equatorial 
America, began squawking in pierc- 
ing tones. Their alarm was com- 
municated to the other occupants of 
the shop. Canaries forgot their 
dulcet matins to chirp plaintively, 
and an aged green parrot in the rear 
of the store swore mightily when 
Lazarus carried forth to safety 
another armful of parrakeets. Four 
police puppies added dog-sized yaps 
and growls to the din. 

In the meantime Battalion Chief 
Weber had arrived with fire appara- 
tus, under at ag Chiefs Curtin and 
Dougherty. now the —— were 
shooting up — feet from the 
roof, and tons of water were poured 
down upon the roof and through the 
ceiling, which flooded the place and 
caused long glass tanks holding hun- 
dreds of goldfish to overflow. Fire- 
men had to use force to oe — Lazarus 
from his efforts at rescu 

Lazarus said the fire 4 finan- 
cial ruin for him. A baby girl had 
been added to his family last Sun- 
day, and he said he did not dare tell 
his wife, now in Community Hos- 
pital, of the disaster. 

Almost every store and apartment 
in the neighborhood now has a par- 
rakeet, a canary or a cat that is 
being kept until Lazarus can find a 
new store.

Made Diplomacy a Career. 


Henry White was one of the few 
Americans who have made diplo- 
macy a career. He spent virtually 
all his active life in training for and 
participation in diplomatic posts and 
never engaged in any business or 


profession except diplomacy. He was 
a cosmopolite by education and 
taste. Educated here and in France, 
he was a member of clubs in Lon- 
don and Paris as well as in New 
York and Washington, and was the 
typical diplomat in appearance and 
manner. 

Besides serving as Ambassador to 
France for two years and Ambassa- 
dor to Italy for two years, Mr. 
White was attached to the American 
Legation in London for seventeen 
years as Second Secretary, Secretary 
and Acting Chargé d’Affaires. He 
was selected by President Wilson as 
a Republican representative on the 
American Peace Commission in 1918- 
19, and was also an American dele- 

to various other international 
conferences in Europe and South 
erica. 


Praise From Choate. 


In 1910, when Mr. White returned 
to America after resigning as Am- 
bassador to France, the Pilgrims 
gave him a dinner at Delmonico’s, at 
which the late Joseph H. Choate, 
former Ambassz2dor at London, char- 
acterized him as the master of ‘‘a 
school for diplomacy.”’

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FLOOD LOAN SCHEME 
1S DECLARED FUTILE 


Farm Credit Companies Cannot 
Solve Problem of Victims, It 
Is Widely Asserted. 





SECURITY 1S DEMANDED 


And in the Case of Those Who 
Need Money Most the Secu- | 
rity Is Under Water. 


LONG-TIME CREDITS URGED 


Outlook Is Black, One Louisiana 
Banker Says — Sanitation, Other 
Big Problem, Is Being Solved.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 15.—Mem- 

phis is the last outpost as one 
emerges from the flood zones of Ar- 
kansas,’ Mississippi and Louisiana. 
' This city-on -the> Tennessee hills, 
secure fron. the menace of flood, is 
a barometer of the situation in the 
d :.ge-stricken lands of the three 
States in which the deluge assumed 
such vast. proportions that before 
the recession of waters began there 
was created a problem of destitution 
and reconstruction without parallel 
in America since the Civil War. 

It was and is a calamity: which 
Secretary Hoover has-declared to be 
the ‘greatest peace-time disaster in 
the history of ‘the United States. 

‘Today probably three-fourths of 
the flood country is again free of 
water. The other fourth is still sub- 
merged or else just emerging from 
the flood. More than _ 10,000,000 
acres of land, as fertile as any in the 
world, has been under water. 


It :. estimated that dry land is yet 
to reappear in areas that aggregate 
roLably 2,000,000 acres, mostly in 
he rich lowlands of the three flood 
States, where the most productive 
of these wonderful agricultural lands 
are to be found. 


Starvation Threat in Winter. 


Six weeks ago the destitute in the 
flood country numbered, according 
to the official estimates, more than 
600,000 people, men, women and chil- 
dren, fully 90 per cent. of them 
farmers or members of farm fami- 
lies. 

The vast majority of these people 
are still face to face with a pitiful 
situation. A great many, probably 
more than 200,000, are facing a Win- 
ter that carries with it the threat of 
starvation. 

A very small proportion of the 
total have any resourges left. They 
are without credit, and about all 
they have are their waterlogged 
h .es, a few animals and some Red 
~ross rations to carry them for a 
bri f period. 

Thousands are in crevasse zones, 
where every rise in the Mississippi 
or its main tributaries may mean 
another inundation. 

So far nothing has been done to 
close a single gap in the levee chain 
from Cairo in the north to the big 
breaks at Glasscock, in the Parish 
of Concordia, in Louisiana. 

Thousands of acres are still sub- 
merged in Southeastern Arkansas. 
A’ great lake, seventeen miles long 
and dotted everywhere with the 
roofs of houses, still exists between 
Delta Point, opposite Vicksburg, 
and Tallulah, in the Parish of Madi- 
son. 


Much Land Still Submerged. 


In the Melville sector of Louisiana 
the torrents of the Atchafalaya are 
still racing at flood stage. In the 
\vestern half of the Louisiana Sugar 
Bowl nearly 50 per cent. of the 
Tensas Basin is yet to emerge from 
the flood. Many thousands of acres 
in the Evangeline parishes are so re- 
cently out of water that crop pros- 
pects are nil this year, while in the 
Yazoo Valley of Mississippi, from 
the Boliver County line in the north 
to Northeri. Warren County in the 
south, there are vast. areas from 
~hich the recession has only begun. 

In the long-staple country, of 
which Greenville is the centre, the 
p2ople will be fortunate if they make 
a fifth of the crop. As a matter of 
fact Greenville is expecting only 
one-sixth the long-staple business 
that was hers last year. 

In previous articles THe Times cor- 
respondent has sought to give an ac- 
curate picture of the flood. desolation 
in Arkansas: and Mississippi, those 
which are still to.come.out of the 
flood, great areas where destitution 
is on every hand, and where harvest 
prospects are practically zero. 

With the other three-fourths of the 
flood country, from-which the water 
has‘ disappeared in e past few 
weeks and where crops of varying 
size and value are in prospect, these 
articles have not dealt. . 


- Finance a Big Problem. 

There are problems. still. to be 
solved, and of them the most impor- 
tant are those involving finance and 
reconstruction and health and sani- 
tation. 

Of finance and reconstruction first. 
Everywhere in the flood country, in 
those parts that are free of water as 
well as in those whére the ground is 
still submerged or the earth so soggy 
that planting is impossible, the ques- 
tions of .finance and reconstruction 
continue to be of major proportions.

| Umbrellas for Traffic Police

been renderéd uninhabitable. 

The municipalities and district of- 
fices organized immediate relief 
measures in these and other centres 
of damage and obtained funds for 
providing food and other urgent nec- 
essaries for the homeless popula- 
tion.

able hundreds of families to resume 
work and obtain credit for rebuild- 
ing their homes, 

‘In these distressing. circum- 
stances, I feel sure that: many people 
are ready to give practical evidence 
of their sympathy by subscribing to 
a fund which will be available for 
general relief purposes.

DAVIS TO INVESTIGATE

Answers Frotest of LaGuardia, 
Who Sees Steamship Lines Aid- 
ing Aliens to Enter Illegally. 











Representative F. H. LaGuardia 
announced yesterday that he had re- 
ceived a letter from Secretary of 
Labor Davis saying that the deporta- 


tion and detention of Chinese seamen 
following a mutiny on June 28 on the 
Holland-America liner Rotterdam 
would be investigated by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. The mutiny occurred 
when shore leave was denied to the 
men in Hoboken after they had 
signed on in Rotterdam to replace a 
crew striking in protest against the 
customary lay-off in the home port. 

The letter from Secretary Davis 
was in answer to a request made by 
Congressman LaGuardia early in the 
week, who said, yesterday, that he 
believes steamship companies were 
indifferent to, if not abettors of un- 
lawful entry of aliens into the United 
States. 

It was said yesterday that thirty of 
the eighty-four mutineers were in 
the crew when the ship made a re- 
turn trip. Commissioner of Immi- 
gration Day denies that thirty-eight 
of the men are held incommunicado 
on Ellis Island. 

“I don’t believe thirty men were 
returned to the Rotterdam,’’ said 
Mr. LaGuardia. “If they were it is 
likely that the quota was filled by 
shanghai methods used upon unfor- 
tunate Chinese in the streets of 
Hoboken. I think steamship offf 
cials are conniving in helping Chi- 
nese to enter this country because it 
is certain that it could not be done 
without their knowledge. I want to 
know why all of the fifty-four men 
were not deported together. Why are 
immigration officials holding incom- 
municado thirty-eight of the men on 
Ellis Island?’’

The dead were Michael Moore (or 
Mooney), 44 years old, of New York 
City, and an unidentified man. The 
man seriously hurt was Daniel Blake, 
43, of 833 Ninth Street, Jersey City, 
who with the two dead men was on 
the hand car. He received a frac- 
ture of the leg and was taken to St. 
Paul’s Hospital at Pompton Junction. 
The others injured, all employes of 
the railroad, received abrasions and 
did not require hospital treatment. 
They were Conrad White of Little 
Falls, conductor; Irwin Hall of Little 
Falls, engineer; H. L. Shorter of 
Pompton es, ticket collector; C. 
M. Chew of Little Falls, brakeman, 
and William J. Fallon of Manague, 
baggage master for the Erie, who 
was a passenger. 

According to.representatives of the 
Erie, Samuel Ramiccio, track fore- 
man, who was working a gang on the 
switch, sent a workman, a foreigner 
who did not understand English well, 
to close the switch. In a few min- 
utes the train, which should have 
gone by, crashed through the switch.

The broad “implication seen in the 
President’s reply was that when the 
women of the country show any de- 
gree of unanimity on the subject and 
demonstrate the fact to the country, 
there will be no doubt about the re- 
suit. Beyond this the. President 
while receiving the women cordially 
and listening attentively to their 
arguments, did not commit himself. 

Acting upon his suggestion the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party promptly 
formed a chapter of their organiza- 

tion in the Summer capital of Rapid 
City. This afternoon the delegation 
departed in their automobiles. 

The high school building where the 
executive offices are located pre- 
sented the atmosphere of a party / 
convention this morning, the visiting 
women thronged the corridors of the 


school building and were grouped

Maine Woman Speaks First. 


The President was told that a posi- 
tion like that of Lincoln awaited him 
if he would only get behind the Lu-

The opening argument for the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party was presented 
by Miss Gail Laughlin of Portland, 
Me:, first Vice Chairman of the 
Woman’s Party and a member of 
the Maine Legislature.

“Most of the discriminations 
against women are an inheritance 
from bygone ages,“ Miss Laughlin

Mr. Hesse, a pioneer ranchman of 
Wyoming, went to that State in 1876 
for a British company. That com- 
pany failed and he went in ‘‘on his 
own.” He is President of the John- 
son County Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion and owns 2,500 cattle and sev- 
eral thousand sheep. 

Mr. Hesse says the cattle men do 
not ask any increase in the tariff. 
He thinks the tariff on cattle should

Asks Theatre Men to Meet With 
Him, but Row Among Them 
May Cause Setback. 


PLEDGES AID UNOFFICIALLY 


Ziegfeld Doubts Conference Will 
Solve Situation—He Resumes 
Warfare With Hammerstein. 


In spite of an invitation from 
United States Attorney Tuttle to pro- 
ducers, Managers, agencies and 
others interested in the sale of the- 
atre.tickets to meet in the Federal 
Building with a view to purifying 
an admittedly corrupt situation, the 
likelihood of a successful olution 
of the problem seemed fainter than 
ever yesterday. Arthur Hammerstein 
and Florenz. Ziegfeld, rival pro- 


ducers, informed of the invitation, 
issued statements attacking. each 
other. 

- Hammerstein expressed the 
hope that Mr. Ziegfeld would sue 
him for libel because of his testi- 
mony that he had been told by the 
late Louis Cohen that Mr. Ziegfeld 
had accepted money premiums from 
ticket brokers for seats to his 
ductions. Mr. Ziegfeld replied by 
saying that Mr. Hammerstein’s hope 
would ‘“‘very probably be realized,’’ 
as he had placed the matter in the 
hands of his attorneys, Chadbourne, 
Stanchfield & Levy, at 120 Broad- 
way. 

Mr. Hammerstein, while saying he 
would attend such a meeting as Mr. 
Tuttle proposed, objected to the in- 
clusion in the invitation of repre- 
sentatives of the theatre box office 
men. He said they had no power and 
could be of no assistance. Some 
managers, he added, might not go 
to the proposed meeting if the box 
office men were to be represented. 

Mr. Hammerstein announced that, 
on next Tuesday night, at the Hotel 
Astor, a tentative organization of 
managers, of which he is Chairman, 
would meet to complete organization 
of a central theatre ticket office, 
and that he would place before that 
meeting Mr. Tuttle’s invitation. 


Ziegfeld Favors Tuttle’s Plan. 


Mr. Ziegfeld, who, with A. L. Er- 
langer and Charles B. Dillingham, 
have held aloof from Mr. Hammer- 
stein’s tentative organization, said: 

I should be much in favor of such 
a meeting as Mr. Tuttle has pro- 
posed, and Mr. Erlanger and I will 
attend it. However, I do not believe 
the situation can be relieved. I have 
tried to relieve it for a long time. As 
for a central ticket agency, that 
would be welcomed by the ‘gyp’ 
ticket brokers, who would buy from 
such an agency all the tickets they 
wanted for the successful shows and 
would not be compelled, as —* now 
are, to buy also a cemain number of 
seats for failures. 

‘‘Mr. Hammerstein, however, wants 
to spend $1,000,000 to renovate the 
George M. Cohan Theatre and have 
his own cut rate agency in the base- 
ment, in charge of ——— No sane 
man, in my position, would place his 
tickets in the hands of Leblang, a 
competitor, to sell.’’ 

Mr. Tuttle prefaced his invitation 
for an open meeting by saying he 
had been repeatedly asked for an 
opinion of various plans for ending 
‘‘the exploitation of the public in the 
sale of theatre tickets,’’ but felt that 
he could take no course which would 
embarrass him in the free discharge 
of his duties as United States At- 
torney. 

‘But in the course of the investiga- 
tion into tax delinquencies,’’ is 
statement continued, “there have 
come to the public attention prac- 
tices attending the sale of theatre 
tickets which not only seem to as- 
sume that the public is almost a 
spoil of war but are injurious to 
the best interests of the theatre itself 
and to the integrity of some of its 
employes.

ON BOARD SCHOONER MOR- 
RISSEY (CARRYING THE PUT- 
NAM EXPEDITION to THE ARC- 
TIC), AT KOMIADLUARSUK BAY, 
Labrador,. June 13, via Auburn, N. Y., 
June 15.—Now it may be told, for we 
are well out of the woods, or, more 
exactly, out of the ice, and it seemed 
needless to disturb the friends of our 
Baffin Island expedition while our 
future was temporarily a bit clouded. 

With the propeller and tailshaft out 
of commission, the Morrissey was 
held in a pack of ice for six days and 
has had rather a hard time of it. But 
Captain Bartlett pulled her throtgh, 
and tonight, with repairs made, we 
are ready to go on quite as sound as 
ever. 

On July 4 it started. For three 
days we had been fighting slowly 
north through a pretty heavy pack. 
That night a gale from the northeast 


closed the ice in solid with plenty of 
pressure. And one pan working in 
under the Morrissey’s stern nipped 
the propeller and bent-the tailshaft— 
a recurrent accident of Arctic navi- 
gation. . 

There was nothing then to do but to 
beach her and repair the damage, if 
possible. But we-were held in the 
moving ck with the Labrador 
shore perhaps twenty miles westerly, 
just a bit south of Cape Chidley. And 
even with an engine it is easy 
enough to be held by the ice for a 
desperately long eriod without 
power. Then our situation did not 
appear so very inviting. 

From July 5 to 10 a fine two-fisted 
fight ensued between the crippled 
vessel and the ice pack. The whale- 
boats nosed her along when a chance 
offered. All day and most nights 
Captain Bartlett was in the barrel 
at the foremast head. But for five 
days a brutal wind whistled out of 
the northeast, half of the time a 
gale. It held the ice locked together 
like a solved picture puzzle and 
closed the leads of open water just 
when we seemed started. 

Last Sunday morning, 7 10, our 
chance came. A shift of the wind 
opened leads toward shore. The 
boats shoved out. All hands were 
out on the ice constantly helping 
work the vessel through the narrow 
water lanes or tracking at the end 
of a * with man-made motor 

wer. It was up sail, down sail, 
rim sail, every few minutes. There 
was rest for no one. It was a tidy 
experience for the novices. It was 
back quite genuinely to the real pion- 
eering before the luxuries of steam. 

Tha we got out—out in the 
very tee of another gale which 
closed the icy trap up. tight behind 
us. The vessel contrived handsomely 
to beat up to an anchorage. Then 
there were two days more of the 


gale. 

Yesterday Captain Bartlett reached 
here, warping the old Morrissey’s 
stern into a steep pitched bight at 
high tide. 

or both young Peary and his en- 
gineers there followed thirty-six 
hours of strenuous activity, a thou- 
sand miles.or so from a. machine 
shop. It was a handy job all around 
on the beach of an uncharted bay 
and with what we had aboard. And 
at the end of it the bent shaft and 
battered propeller are out and new 
ones are in their place. 

And as it has happened the ice as 
observed from neighboring moun- 
tains still holds close into’ shore to 
the north, so it is likely that the ex- 
pedition has actually lost no time. 

In the morning, all straightened 
out, we are ready to get over the 
seventy or so miles to Hudson Straits 
and try our luck there. Evidently it 
is a late ice season. 

The days spent here have been 
profitable in map-making and ex- 
ploration, of which more later. Even 
the dismal ice experience has culled 
a ry bs series of motion pictures. 
And the Morrissey is quite as good 
as — and all hands are fabulously 
well... !

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PARK PEANUT STAND 
DELAYED BY COURT 


J. D. Antonopolus Is Ordered by 
Appellate Decision to Stop 
Construction at Battery. 





CASE CONTESTED 2 YEARS 





He Has City Concession, but Park 
Association Has Thwarted 
Enterprise. 





The Appellate Division decided yes- 
terday that John D. Antonopolus, 
who got a concession from the Park 
Commissioner to build and operate 
two ‘“‘peanut palaces’? in Battery 
Park, must suspend operations un- 
til the court hears the appeal next 
Fall from the decision of Supreme 
Court Justice Churchill. The latter 
decision dismissed the complaint of 
William H. Williams, a member of 
the Parks and Playgrounds Associa- 
tion, in a suit to restrain Antonopo- 
lus and the city officials from car- 
rying out the agreement to operate 
the stands. 

The higher court granted a stay ap- 
plied for by William B. Roulstone, 


counsel for Williams, who said that 
Justice Churchill in dismissing the 
complaint and holding that the 
courts had no power to interfere with 
the acts of the Park Commissioner 
in granting the concession to Anto- 
nopolus, had refused to grant a stay 
—— the appeal. For this reason, 

r. Roulstone’said, Antonopolus was 
‘rushing the completion of the build- 
ings in Battery Park and offering for 
sale merchandise permitted under 
the agreement in the suit.’’ 

The attorney said that if the de- 
fendant ‘‘is permitted to continue, 
the opening wedge will be driven, 
and other concessionaires will press 
forward to enlarge the unlawful at- 
tempts to invade and use public park 
property for their own private en- 
richment.”’ ' 

In asking for the stay, Mr. Roul- 
stone said that Justice Churchill had 
erred in holding that he was not 
bound by the previous decision of 
Justice Levy, affirmed by the Appel- 
ate Division, granting an injunction 
against Antonopolus and the city, 
pending the trial of the action. 

Mr. Roulstone said the facts which 
were admitted, undenied or proved 
at the trial, were not only the same 
as were presented to Justice Levy 
and the Appellate Division on the 
preliminary motion, but ‘‘were more 
abundantly proved upon the trial, 
and in addition, the clear purpose 
of the buildings in the suit was 
shown to be for private commercial 
gain and not to serve the public 
using Battery Park.’’ 

Counsel for Antonopolus and the 
city contended that the decision of 
Justice Churchill, to the effect that 
the courts should not interfere with 
the administrative acts of a city of- 
ficial, and .also holding that the lo- 
cation of the two refreshment stands 
was such that they would not in- 
jure any park property that could 
be used as such, was most sweeping. 
For that reason it was contended 
that since Antonopolus had already 
spent a large sum of money and had 
been tied up by court orders for two 
years. he should not be enjoined fur- 
ther during the appeal of the case.

EXECUTIVE SCORNS DENIAL 


Refers to His Previous Disavowal—

INDIANAPOLIS, July 15.—That 
D. C. Stephenson spent a total of 
$73,216 in behalf of the candidacy of 
Ed. Jackson for the nomination for 
Governor in 1924, was the assertion 
of Stephenson in a letter purporting 
to have been written by him to Mr. 
Jackson, and which was made pub- 
lic today. Im the letter, dated Oct. 
10, 1924, and addressed to Mr. Jack- 
son, the former Grand Dragon of 
the Ku Klux Klan now serving a 
life sentence for murder, outlined 
various expenditures he said he had 
made.

with Mr. Jackson’s receipt of a $2,500 
check from Stephenson, was that the 
sum was in payment for a valuable 
saddle horse and equipment.

LONDON, July 15.—Italian pic- 
tures, constituting the first portion of 
the collection made during the last 
century by R. Stayner Holford and 
inherited by his son, the late Sir 
George Holford, were disposed of at 
a memorable sale at Christie’s today. 

In four hours the 132 lots sold for 
a total of $779,755, the second high- 
est total in the annals of English 
art sales rooms for a single day’s 
picture sale, that of last Friday hav- 
ing scored the record of $962,255. 

The turnover at Christie’s during 
the past fortnight has been $2,220,000. 
The Holford sales alone have pro- 
duced the total of $1,106,890. 

The highest individual price today 
was $115,500, paid by the National 
Gallery of England for a XVI cen- 
tury ‘portrait, ‘‘Lucretia,”” by Lo- 


renzo Lotto, the master portrait 
painter of his time. & 


Botticelli’s portrait of ‘‘St. Thomas 


Aquinas,”’ nted on coarse linen, 
although only 18 by 14 inches in size, 
realized $51,450—which works out 
over $200 a square inch.

Will Enforce Injunction. 


“I am, therefore, ‘gig: you to 
notify you that it is the intent of 
this company to enforce the injunc- 
tion by contempt proceedings or 
otherwise against the ‘defendants 
and all persons who by reason of 
acting in concert with them are 
shown to have rendered themselves 
subject to its operation.’’ *

WASHINGTON, July 15.—A check- 
up of the broadcasting stations in the 
metropolitan area of New York, 
‘made by Orestes H. Caldwell of the 
Radio Commission, shows that four- 
teen have not been abiding by the 
commission’s order prohibiting broad- 
casters from varying more than half 
a kilocycle from’ assigned frequen- 
cies. This state of affairs, it was 
disclosed, has been quite general 
throughout the country, and steps 
soon will be taken by the commission 
to correct it. Variation has been re- 


ported against from one-third to one- 
half of the 695 stations now broad- 
casting. 

When the new allocation of wave 
lengths became effective, June 15, 
the estion was made that there 
might marked variation from fre- 
quencies owing to faulty transmitting 
equipment. e trouble in most in- 
stances, officials assert, has been due 
to ineffective crystal controls. 

Not until recently were manufac- 
turers able to meet the demand for 
these devices. They are now in a 
position to supply them, and the 
commission will require such instal- 
lation in order that roadcasters may 
remain on the wave lengths assigned. 

The statement was made today that 
licenses will be revoked where it is 
shown that broadcasters have will- 
sir failed to take steps to comply 

the order prohibiting any varia- 
tion from assigned frequency beyond 
one-half of one kilocycle.

New York and New Jersey Can Co- 
operate in Establishing Much- 
Needed Field, Survey Says. 


New York is the only large city in 
the United States without an air- 
port, according to a survey made 
public yesterday by the Port Author- 
ity. The facts established in the 
survey were gathered by Billings 
Wilson, Deputy Manager of the Port 
of New York Authority. While the 
report urges the necessity for estab- 
lishing one or more modern airports 


with water approaches, it points out 
the difficulty of —*** and close 
enough to the city make such 
ports practical. 

MGovarner’ s Island,” the report 
says, ‘‘would be too ‘small and has 
no‘rail and highway connections. Its 
ps re would be very expensive 
and its acquisition from the ederal 
Government problematical.’’ 

In discussing sites available for a 
New York airport, the survey points 
out that Roosevelt Field is an hour 
from Grand Central Station by mo- 
tor; is in the wrong direction from 
the city for quick service to the ma- 
jor fic, and seems doomed as a 
field because of its real estate value. 

se Field, at Hasbrouck 
Heights, N. J., now used by the Co- 
lonial Air Transport Line, the Atlan- 
tic Aircraft Company and the Wright 
Aeronautical Compan pony as a test air- 
drome, is in the right direction, the 
survey —* but finds it would re- 

uire further draining and has ‘‘bad 
og conditions.”’ 


Fog a Factor at Other Sites. 


The same fog problem, however, 
that is faced at Teterboro would in 
great measure exist at any of the 


sites within the — city that 
are being talked of for airports. 
“In our opinion,’’ the survey de- 
clares, ‘‘the establishment of an air- 
rt in the metropolitan district will 
ave to be brought about by: 

1. The commercial air service com- 
panies, or 

2. The States of New York and 
New Jersey, separately or jointly, or 

3. The municipality or other Gov- 
ernmental agency at interest, or, 

4. By two or more of the above in 
combination. 

“It is highly improbable that the 
revenues from air transportation for 
some time to come will be sufficient 
to make a local airport self-sustain- 
ing. The metropolitan district of 
New York, with its 8,000,000 po “ond 
tion, should have one or more thor- 
oughly modern airports or terminal 
flying fields.’’ 

he report, referring to the New 
York Merchants’ Association’s recom- 
mendation that the Hackensack 
Meadows, Secaucus, N. J., which are 
forty minutes by motor from the 
Grand Central Terminal, be used, 
says: 

“Except for fog conditions and the 
cost of filling, the site is ideal, and 
when it is considered that the dredg- 
ing necessary for filling will furnis 
a seaplane base and possibly thereby 
additional income, the cost of devel- 
oping and filling is to a certain ex- 
tent neutralized. The fact remains, 
however, that a salt meadow does 
not lend itself readily to an evolu- 
tionary development, as extensive 
filling must take place prior to use.’ 


High Tension Wires Dangerous. 


Another factor which would in- 
crease the hazards of landing or tak- 
ing off on the New Jersey meadows 


is the presence there of miles of 
high-tensipn wires carrying power 
to communities throughout Eastern 
New Jersey. High-tension poles and 
wires adjacent to flying fields have 
been factors in a number of serious 
air accidents. 

Pelham Bay Parkway in the Bronx, 
Flushing and Jamaica bays in 
Queens and Port Newark are among 
other sites suggested in the report, 
which continues: 

“An airport for the metropolitan 
district should have an immediate 
minimum area of 120 acres and an 
ultimate area of at least 200 acres.

t long, and two runways of 2, 
feet diagonally across the field.’’ 

In this connection it is recalled 
that the runway at Roosevelt Field 
is nearly 5,000 feet long, of which 
Colonel Lindbergh used about 4,000, 
Commander Byrd more than 3,000 
and Clarence Chamberlin more than 
2,000 in taking off their heavily 
loaded transatlantic planes.

DISPUTE OVER VALUE 


OF LEONORI ESTATE 


Wife Alleges Hotel Man Left 
More Than $100,000 While 
Son Sets Figure at $3,000. 


PLEA TO OPEN VAULT DENIED 


Court Rules Woman Has No Interest | 


in Case, Since Will Made After 
Estrangement Cut Her Off. 


The question as to whether the 
late Charles L. Leonori, hotel pro- 
prietor, left an estate of $3,000, or 
more than $100,000, and whether his 
widow. Mrs. Kathryn Leonorj, now 
living in St. Louis, should share in 
the estate, figured in an inquiry be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Mahoney 
yesterday. The hearing was on an 
application by Mrs. Leonori to com- 
pel Kenneth C. Bell, Treasurer and 
Assistant Secretary of the Chase 
Safe Deposit Company, to break into 
a safe deposit vault rented by the late 
Mr. Leonori and his son, Clifford U. 
Leonori, and produce a paper con- 
taining a list of stocks and bonds 
alleged to be worth more than 
$100,000. 

The proceedings before Justice Ma- 
honey disclosed that Mrs. Leonori is 
suing in the Circuit Court of St. 
Louis for an accounting of all the 
property left by her husband, and 
for an injunction of his assets, and 
names as defendant her stepson, 
Cliffor: U. Leonori. She sues as ex- 
ecutrix under a will admitted to pro- 
bate in St. Louis, and got an order 
from Justice Ingraham directing Mr. 
Bell to testify before a referee here, 
so that his testimony may be used 
in the trial at St. Louis concerning 
the contents of the list of securities 
in the safe deposit box held by her 
husband and stenson 

Mr. Bell appeared and said that he 
was unable to produce the list with- 
out breaking into the box, and as- 
serted he did not feel authorized to 
do so. Counsel for Mrs. Leonori 
then applied to Justice Mahoney for 
weed order directing him to open the 

ao oe orce and -produce the list. 
Mow. onori contended that the list 
was absolutely necessary for her evi- 
dence. 

Vincent Yardum, counsel for Clif- 
ford U. Leonori, in opposing the ap- 
Dlication, said that the late Charles 
L. Leonori had been estranged from 
his wife for many years before his 
death, and that while they had been 
reconciled in 1922, they had lived to- 
gether only a short time and again 
separated. While they were together 
he made a will leaving his property 
to his wife and two sons, and ap- 
pointing her executrix. After he left 
her he revoked this will and made a 
new one cutting her off and ie 
ing his son, Charles Leonori Jr., 
executor. 

Mrs. Leonori had the first will pro- 


bated in St. Louis and later the son} 


presented the second will for probate 
in New York. After a hearing be- 
fore Surrogate Foley, it was held 
that the second will was the valid 
instrument, and this will was later 
admitted at St. Louis, the son was 
named executor, and his stepmother 
removed. For this reason the attor- 
ney contended thet Mrs. Leonori has 
no interest in the contents of the 
safe deposit box, and has no more 
right to ask the Court to order it 
opened than to ask to have any other 
box in the Chase vaults opened. 
Justice Mahoney upheld this con- 
tention, saying that to order the box 
opened, under the circumstances, 
would amount to an unwarranted in- 
terference with relations between the 
safe deposit company and its clients. 
The statement that the list of 
securities shows a valuation of more 
than $100,000 was made by Mrs. Leo- 
nori, who said she had inspected it 
last July on an order of Surrogate 
Foley, although when Charles L. 
Leonori Jr. offered the second will 
for’ probate —* he said the estate 
was only $3,000. The present inquiry 
is brought to disprove this statement. 


ANOTHER JURY FAILS 
TO CONVICT MINTZ 


Amberg’s Alleged Aide in Rob- 
bery Cleared by Vote of 7 to 5, 
bat Still Faces Marder Charges.

The principal evidence against 
Mintz in each case was that, after 
his arrest last Summer on the 
Rodack charge, he confessed part! 
cipation in about twelve hold-ups by 
the Amberg gang, in which there 
were two murders and more than 
$1,000,000 in loot, principally . jew- 
elry, was taken. Mintz admitted at 
each trial] that he niade these con- 
fessions, but declared that detec- 
tivés at Police Headquarters beat

Sale of 7 Per Cent. Preferred 
Shares for $49,036,700 
Is Proposed. 


WALL STREET IS CRITICAL 





Money to Be Used to Reduce Debt 
of $87,030,000 to Government— 
Balance to Be Funded. 





The long awaited plan of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road to refund its Government obli- 
gation of $87,030,000 was made pub- 
lic yesterday in a letter sent to stock- 
holders by E. J. Pearson, President, 
which revealed the road’s intention 
to issue $49,036,700 of 7 per cent. 
cumulative $100 par preferred stock, 
the proceeds of the sale of which 
will be used in partial refunding of 
the debt. The stock is to be offered to 
stockholders for subscription on or 
before Oct. 1, 1927, at par on the 
basis of one share of preferred for 
each four shares of common stock 
held, and to holders of the road’s 6 
per cent. convertible debentures, due 
in 1948, at the rate of one share of 
preferred for each $400 face value of 
debentures held. The letter also con-

holders’ meeting on Aug. 17, at

No little interest was evinced in the 
financial district as a result of this 
announcement, in view of the fact 
that the New Haven purposes to is- 
sue a 7 per cent. stock to refund a 6 

er cent. obligation, which will not 
* due until 1930, at which time $60,- 
000,000 of the total debt will fall due. 
The directors believe, the letter 
states, that the balance of the obliga- 
tion can be refunded at a satisfac- 
tory rate of interest, following appli- 
cation of the proceeds of this pre- 
ferred stock issue to the reduction of 
the Government debt. 


Statement to Stockholders. 


“The directors have been consider- 
ing a plan to finance and refund

ENOUGH PAID FOR MAIL, 
GOVERNMENT ARGUES 


Postoffice Department Opposes 
Railroads’ Claims With Its 


Own Figures.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 15.— 
At the continued hearing today. be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Vom 
mission in the Marlborough-Blenheim 
Hotel, representatives of the Postof- 
fice Department submitted statistics 
to show that the railroads are receiv- 
ing all they are entitled to for the 
carrying of mails. 

In reply to the application of the 
Class 1 railroads for a 40 per cent. 
increase in rates for carrying mail, 
Joseph Stewart of Washington said 
a cost study made recently had 
shown the railroads to be in a better 
position, so far as the mails were 
concerned, than they were in 1917. 

Louis E. Wettling, manager of the 
statistical bureau of the Western 
lines, presented figures to support 
the railroads’ side of the argument. 
He maintained that while the esti- 
mated increase in mail tonnage over 
148 lines since 1917 had been 90 per 
cent., the rate of pay by the Postof- 
fice Department had increased only 
30 per cent. In 1900, he said, more 
than 36 per cent. of the Postoffice 
revenue had been paid to the rail- 
roads, while at the present time the 
amount had dropped to 15 per cent. 

The railroads argue that the 40 per 
cent. increase is needed to cover ex- 
penses and pay 5% per cent. on the 
proper proportion of investment in 
road and equipment.

TO BUILD 3 RAILWAY LINES. 


Argentine Republic Calls for Bids 
on Construction by Sept. 15. 
Announcement was made here yes 
terday of plans for the construction 
of three railroad lines in the Argen- 








tine Republic, the estimated cost of | 


which will be about $13,676,000. The 
General State Railways Administra- 
tion of the Argentine is calling for 
public bids for this construction, 
such bids to be deposited at Buenos 
Aires by Sept. 15. 

The longest line in the new con- 
struction will be built from Formosa 
to Embaracion. It will be 255 miles 
long and will be constructed of rails 
weighing 82 pounds to each 39 inches. 
The tenders also call fof the con- 
struction of fourteen staticns, ware- 
houses, wiring apparatus and the 
like. The estimated cost of this line 
is $7,053,578. 

The second line will be 225 miles 
long, running between Metan and 
Barranqueras, and the gauge of the 
rails will be the same. Tenders are 
also asked in this case for fourteen 
stations. The estimated cost is 
$4,800,000. The third line will be 75 
miles long, running from Cordoba to 
La Puerta, the gauge of the rails 
the same, and the number of stations 
wanted being seven. This line is 
estimated to cost about $1,794,293.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 15 .— 
Flotation of a $4,000,000 mortgage 
against the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers’ Bank and office 
buildings here is being considered as 
a means of strengthening the finan- 
cial position of the brotherhood, it 
was learned today.

INSISTS THAT LOREE 
DROP MERGER PLAN 


Head of Short Line Demands 
End of Stock Ownership by 
Carriers in Group. 








RELIES ON RULING OF I. C. C. 


Kansas City Southern Official Says 
Reply Will Be Made to the 
Communication. 





A demand that the plan to merge 
Southwestern railroads be practically 
abandoned has been made in a letter 
sent yesterday to Leonor F. Loree, 
proponent of the plan, by R. C. Duff, 
President of the Waco, Beaumont, 
Trinity & Sabine Railway, one of the 
short lines which opposed the plan 
before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and was partly responsi- 
ble for the commission’s denial of 
the application. 

In a statement issued | coincident 
with publication of the letter, Mr. 
Duff, who said he also spoke for 
numerous business men and interests 
in Texas, said: 

‘“‘The intervenors expect and re- 
quire that the Kansas City Southern 
shall accord proper respect to the 
report of.the commission and at once 
dispose of its holdings of stock of 
the Missouri-Kansas-Texas and St. 
Louis Southwestern railroads; that 
the latter road also shall at once dis- 
pose of its holdings of stock of the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas, and that the 


Kansas City Southern shall forth- 
with relinquish its control of the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas and St. Louis 
Southwestern companies and with- 
draw from the boards of those com- 
panies the directors elected in the in- 
terest of the Kansas City Southern.’’ 

At the offices of Mr. Loree it was 
said that he had’ left.the city on 
Thursday and had not seen the let- 
ter. G. C. Hand, Vice President and 
Secretary of the Kansas City South- 
ern, however, said that the letter 
had been received and that ‘‘a polite 
reply would be made to Mr. Duff in 
due season.’’ 

“‘Eight weeks have elapsed since 
the Commission issued its report on 
the Southwestern merger application 
denying same,’’ Mr. Duff's letter 
read in part. ‘‘Intervenors opposed 
to the application, for which I am 
authorized to speak, feel that the 
Kansas City Southern Railway Com- 
pany has had sufficient time to study 
the report and to determine upon a 
course having regard for same and 
consistent with the laws of the coun- 


ry. 

‘Continued ownership and control 
of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas by the 
Kansas City Southern and St. Louis 
Southwestern are prejudicial, not 
only to the interests of the public but 
also to the ~articular interests of 
these intervenors. and are inadmis- 
sible under the Clayton act and the 
Sherman act. We do not believe that 
the commission and other officials 
of our Government. charged with the 
duty of administering the laws re- 
ferred to, ought to or will find it con- 
sistent to allcw the Kansas City 
Southern an indefinite period of time 
in which to square its attitude with 
State and Federal] statutes.’’ 

The letter went on to insist that the 
Kansas Citv “-uthern and the St. 
Louis Southwestern dispose of the 
stocks of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
in good faith and relinquish control 
of that carrier. It demanded that 
‘tin such divestreent no stock of the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas shall be sold 
or transferred directly or indirectly 
to any stockholder. officer, director, 
employe or agent of, or any one other- 
wise directly or indirectly connected 
with or under the control or influ- 
ence of the seiling companies, or of 
any subsidiary affiliated com- 
pany.’’

One explanation is the successful 
control exerted by several foreign 
Governments. The Italian lira,

level slightly under 4 cents. The 
situation surrounding sterling is de- 
void of disturbing inflvences, and 
Continental exchanges, which for- 
merly enjoyed wide swings, are now 
almost neglected by the speculative 
element.

HIGH IN HALE YEAR 


$900,000,000 Growth in Lead- 
ing Cities Goes With Sustained 
Trade and Price Level.

Federal Reserve Board Attributes 
Extension Largely to $400,000,000 
Increase in Loans to Brokers.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—The con- 
tinued growth of bank credit, par- 
ticularly in financial centres; a sus- 
tained volume of production and 
trade, and the absence of further de- 
clines in the general level of com- 
modity prices were the outstanding 
characteristics of business and credit 
conditions at the close of the first 
half of the calendar year as reviewed 
today by the Federal Reserve Board. 

Between the seasonal low point in 
February and the month of June, 
the board stated, loans and invest- 
ments of member banks in leading 
cities increased by more than $900,- 
000,000. 

Demand for credit to provide for 
current requirements of trade and 
industry remained at a constant 
level, and the growth of member 
bank credit was in loans on stocks 
and bonds and in hojdings of invest- 
ment securities. The volume of Re- 
serve Bank credit in use has fluctu- 


ated since the end of January around 
the $1,000,000,000 level. 


New York Leads in Credit Growth. 


Member bank credit was in larger 
volume at mid-year than at any pre- 
vious time, with the rate of growth 
greatest at member banks in New 
York City. Between February and 
June the percentage of increase in 
loans and investments at reporting 
banks in New York City was eight 


r cent. and at other reporting 

three per cent., and this was 

the first time since 1924 that the 

volume of credit extended by the 

New York City banks showed a con- 
siderable growth. 

The large increase of investments 
for city banks throughout the coun- 

reflected a growth in the volume 
of loanable funds which have not 
been absorbed by an increase in the 
commercial demand for bank credit. 

The fact that the banks have em- 
ployed these funds in the purchase 
of securities, the Board added, may 
be ascribed in part to flotations 
amounting to about $3,500,000,000 
since the first of the year, and the 
steady rise of security prices which 
made it profitable for banks to buy 
and hold securities. 

“Bank funds, however,’’ the board 
gaid, “have also been utilized in in- 
creasing volume in the extension of 
loans on stocks and bonds, which 
have also increased in nearly all the 
sections of the country, but have 
shown the largest growth at banks in

Big Increase in Loans to Brokers. 


The principal factor in this growth, 
it was stated, has been the increase 
in loans extended to brokers and to 
dealers in securities by member 
banks in New York City for their 
own account and for account of their 
correspondents. 

The constantly rising level of se- 
curity prices, the board said, and 
the continued activity on the Ex- 
change have resulted in an increase 
in the volume of brokers’ loans of 
nearly $400,000,000 since February 
and the volume of such loans in June 
was at the highest level since the

Foreign Banks a Large Factor.

BERLIN, July 15.—The United 
States not only is not trying to 
monopolize the foreign trade of the 
world but on the contrary, through 
its own prosperity, is promoting the 
economic welfare of Europe, accord- 
ing to the thesis advanced before the 
American Club here today by Dr. 
Julius Klein, head of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce of 
the Department of Commerce and 


an American envoy to the Geneva 
Economic Conference. 

After warmly applauding the con- 
ference’s resolutions ainst cus- 
toms barriers, Dr. Klein told his 
hearers that the principal evil of 
tariffs was not their height, but their 
instability. 
* American exporters,“ he declared, 

never know what they are going to 
be up against. Some countries raise 
their schedules by executive action 
overnight. What is needed is a sys- 
tem which will insure the shipper 
against suddenly created obstacles to 
the marketing of his produss 
abroad.’’ 

Dr. Klein pointed out that Europe 
continued to be America’s best cus- 
tomer and in her exports to America 
stood second. The five biggest Euro- 
pean exporting countries, includin 
Germany, he said, had increase 
their sales in the United States b 
75 per cent. over the pre-war levei, 
whereas elsewhere the increase ag- 
air; — only 27 per cent.

The latest correspondence made 
public by the State Department to- 
day shows that Mr. Kellogg on April

States was prepared to enter into 
immediate negotiations with Canada. 

The Coolidge Administration favors 
the St. Lawrence waterway project 
as recommended by the International 
Joint Commission and by the 8t. 
Lawrence Commission, of which Sec- 
retary Hoover is Chairman, but that 
report has not yet been approved by 
Congress, and Chairman Dempsey of 
the House Rivers and rbors 
Committee, who is opposed to the 
St. Lawrence route, is still fighting 
for an all-American canal route 
across the State of New York. 


Kellogg Sees Accord on Project. 


Mr. Kellogg informed the Canadian 
Government, however, that the ‘‘Gov- 
ernment of the United States adopts 
the recommendation of the St. Law- 
rence Commission and that, “in view

RICE TO FACE TRIAL 
ON FRAUD CHARGES 


Appellate Division Reverses 
Lower Court’s Decision on 
His Copper Stock Sales. 


HIS METHODS DENOUNCED 


Attorney General’s Suit Against 
Promoter and Wall Street 
Iconoclast Relnstated. 


George Graham Rice, stock pro- 
moter and erstwhile publisher of the 
Wall Street Iconoclast, was declared 
yesterday by the Appellate Division 
of the Suprme Court to have been 
guilty of fraudulent practices in the 
sale of stock of the Idaho Copper 


Company. The Court consequently 
reversed a decision of Supreme Court 
Justice Valente dismissing a suit by 
Attorney General Ottinger to restrain 
Rice and the Iconoclast from contin- 
uing the ae fraud and ordered 
a new trial 
Rice fought the Attorney General’s 
roceedings with a battery of legal 
ent, including Louis Marshall, for- 
mer Governor arles S. Whitman, 
former United States Attorney * 
A. Wise and former Judge Nas 
Rockwood. He insisted not only that 
his promotion of the Idaho copper 
stock was lawful and that those who 
took his advice made money, but 
also that the courts of New York 
had no jurisdiction because the 
mew ot greene, campaign was con- 
ducted mainly on the S Boston Curb 
Exchange. 

Justice Martin, writing the opinion 
of the Ap llate Division, d the 
evidence showed that Rice had an 
option to buy 1,200,000 shares of the 
Idaho Copper stock at from 10 to 30 
cents a share, and that the Attorney 
General alleged that Curb brokers in 
Boston were hired to sell at from 50 
cents to 90 cents a share when Rice 
entered into a scheme to have wash 
sales recorded as genuine sales. The 
opinion attacked Rice’s use of the 
Iconoclast to boost the price of the 
stock, saying that while “‘concealing 
his own interest, he is endeavoring 
to inspire the confidence of the pub- 
lic in his ‘advice.’ 

Referring to statements in the 
Iconoclast that three claims owned 
by the Idaho Copper Company, 
known as 
Wedge and Copper Key, were valua- 
ble because they containec great 
quantities of ore, Justice Martin re- 
viewed testimony concerning the 
properties and said: 

“Clearly Rice was engaged in a 
fraud sought to be carried out under 
he guise of apparently lawful trans- 
actions. The mines were not proe- 
ducing any commercial ore and were 
of no greater value under Rice than 
they had been under Hughes, who 
sold them for $14,000.”’

volume of trade for the week ended 
July 9 was greater than in either the 
receding week or the correspond- 
ng week of last year, according to 
ay’s weekly statement of the De- 
partment of Commerce.

TAXI MEN TO LAUNCH 
FARE REFERENDUM 


Patrons to Be Asked to Vote on 
Whether Higher Rate Than 20 
Cents Should Be Allowed. 

















A city-wide referendum on the ad- 


visability of a higher taxi fare will 
be undertaken next week by the 
Taxi Weekly, a publication, of 8 
Columbus Circle, with the coopera- 
tion of automobile manufacturers, 
taxi fleet owners, company operators 
and individual taxicab owners. One 
million Cards, on which taxicab 
patrons will be asked to express their 
opinions, are now being printed and 
will be placed in taxicabs throughout 
the city, probably on Wednesday. 

H. S. Brown, editor of Taxi Weekly, 
announcing the campaign, said yes- 
terday that it was the result of two 
years of effort which culminated at 
a meeting of drivers on Thursday 
night. The approval of this group, 
which was not unanimous and was 
obtained only after long and vigor- 
ous discussion, was added to that of 
other groups obtained at meetings in 
the last few months. 

The drivers, many of whom were 
asked by employers to attend and 
others of whom were owners of their 
own cars, disagreed on the ssi- 
bility of the public’s ever admitting 
that it obtained more than it paid 
for.

HOTEL WILL BE RAZED 


Site of the Touraine Is Included In

A thirty-five-story loft and office 
building, costing $5,000,000, will be 
erected by the Houston Properties 
Corporation, 200 Madison Avenue, on 
a 75 by 200 foot plot running through 
from Thirty-ninth to Fortieth Streets 
between Fifth and Madison Avenues.

Builders, Now Between Two Fires, 
Abandon Cement Finishing 
on Certain Jobs. 


Asserting that his organization had 
gone even further than the terms of 
the March 2 agreement called for, 
and that it had withdrawn all its 
charters as promised, Edward P. 
McGiven, President of the Operative 
Plasterers and Cement Finishers In- 
ternational Association, expressed 
‘surprise yesterday at the new 
‘charges made against his union by 
Walter B.: Price, Vice President of 
the Bricklayers, Masons and Plas- 
terers International Union. 

Mr. McGivern produced.a copy of 
a report made to President William 
Green of the American Federation of 
Labor, by Paul J. Smith, a special 
representative of the Federation who 
went to Florida several months ago 
and observed how the plasterers car- 
ried out their part of the agreement. 

According to the report, the opera- 
tive plasterers revoked every char- 
ter which they were expected to re- 
voéke. Not only did the union with- 
draw all charters in Florida,. but 
withdrew charters in other cities, as- 
suming that the bricklayers- would 
be convinced of their good faith and 
thereupon fulfill their agreement to 
withdraw charters in ew York, 


Philadelphia, San Francisco, Dear- 
born, Mich., and Dallas. 


Asked Aid From Green. 


Mr. McGivern said he wrote to 
President Green on April 16 thank- 
ing him for a copy of the Smith 
report, and expressing the hope that 
the Federation would, without de- 
lay, instruct the bricklayers to re- 


voke charters in those localities 
where they had consented to take 
such action. The reply from Mr. 
Green, received three days later, ex- 
pressed confidence that the brick- 
layers would go through with their 
end of the contract. Until last night 
Mr. McGivern had received no fur- 
ther word from President Green on 
the subject.

According to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the operative plaster- 
ers have jurisdiction over the cement 
finishers. The delay of bricklayers 
in revoking the charter of its ‘‘green 
card’’ cement finishers in New York 
and leaving the field entirely to the 
*‘pink card’’ cement finishers in the 
operative plasterers’ association, has 
resulted in strikes by Mr. McGivern’s 
men on buildings where “green 
card’’ finishers were employed. 


Local Trouble May Spread. 


Although the dispute is still a 
local issue, it threatens to flare up 
in other cities. The large New York 
builders have temporarily aban- 
doned cement finishing on certain 
jobs, which has thrown both green 


and pink card men out of employ- 
ment. This is merely a temporary 
condition. 

If the builders side with the plas- 
terers in the dispute, the bricklayers 
threaten to strike, both in New 
York and on the operations of the 
New York builders throughout the 
country. If the builders azree with 
the bricklayers the plasterers. will 
threaten to call out their men. 

Officials of the plasterers union 
say that the builders and contrac- 
tors must inevitably recognize that 
the work of cement finishing be- 
longs to the plasterers as ruled by 
the agreement made following the 
Elihu Root arbitral award. They 
also have expressed the belief that 
the present controversy is a step in 
the reported ambition of some of the 
bricklayers’ leaders .to get every 
union in the trowel trades into one 
large organizion, and support this 
by pointing out that the bricklayers. 
once an organization of men setting 
brick. now consists of stone setters. 
marble workers. tile later and ter- 
razzo workers.

General Sandino refused to hold a 
conference to discuss the matter. 
The day passed without other de- 
velopments. 

Brig. Gen. Logan Feland, com- 
mander of the American marines 
here, announces that no particular 
campaign against General dino is 
contemplated at present. An expedi- 
tion will be sent eventually to restore 
the governmental authority which 
General Sandino has ‘‘usurped.’’ 

General Feland did not appear par- 
ticularly concerned over the situa- 


tion today, expressing belief that it 
soon will be adjusted. 


Major Hatfield in presenting his 
ultimatum this week notified Gen- 
eral Sandino that further refusal to 
obey the order to disarm would be 
followed by a joint attack against 
him by American and Nicaraguan 
forces. He also appealed to the 
rebel leader in the name of patri- 
otism to disarm in order to save the 
lives of his soldiers.
